On Levees L-1 L-7 


Appropriations Also To Set 
Speed Of Water Control 
Program In Glades 


Work on levees proposed for 
the Glades agricultural area un- 
der the $208,000,000 Central and 
Southern Florida water control 
program particularly on L-7 
and E-l depends on Congres- 
sional appropriations, They are 
not included in the funds pro- 
vided for this year, Col. R. W. 
Pearson, District U. S. Engin- 
cers, Jacksonville, stated in an 
interview at Pahokee Tuesday. 

Col. Pearson, Col. Wright 
Hiatt, deputy chief of the staff 
in charge of public works; 
Harold A. Scott, chief of the 
planning and report section, and 
Albert R. Boardfoot, resident 
engineer, Clewiston, were inte 
viewed at a brief informal dis- 
cussion at the home of City En- 
gineer John T, Pickett. 

The levees in question—L-7, 
paralleling the .southwest side 
of Lake Okeechobee from Moore 
Haven to the Bolles Canal, and 
L-7, two miles east of Twenty 
Milé bend continuing in a south 
westerly direction to the Hills- 
boro Canal and forming the 
western side of the Palm Beach 
County conservation area—are 
major proposed constructions 
for the agricultural area. 

It is believed in this section 
that when these levees are un- 
der construction the water run- 
off problem in this area will be 
aggravated. When asked what 
temporary measures are being 


. planned to relieve the situation, 


Col. Pearson said he believed 
the levees will actually improve 
the condition especially in the 
Clewiston section and that no 
temporary measures are sche- 
duled.

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CAA Denies Funds! 
For Local Airport 
(Improvement Plan 


Wilde Asks That Report Stress 
Essential Need For 
Improvement Work 


Federal funds to have been 
derived from the money alloted 
the Palm Beach International 
Airport before it was taken over 
by the armed, forces were 
denied the local airport . im- 
prove program through a letter 
from Harbld A. Wilde, district 
airport engineer, Civil Aeronau- 
tics Adm., to the chamber of 
commerce this week 

Through a phone conversation 
in November, R. W. Peach of 
the CAA had assured Secre- 
tary Mrs. George Young that 
the federal funds for the im, 
provement program would be 
Í taken from the $1,000,000 allot- 
ed the Palm Beach Airport. At 
that time he said that the $15,- 
000 of federal funds formerly 
proposed was not included in 
the program set up Nov. 1 as 
scheduled. 

Last spring, under the spon- 
sorship of the chamber of com- 
merce, the county and city each 
agreed to spend $7,500 on the 
project if there was a federal 
allocation of $15,000. At a spec- 
ial meeting before the city com- 
mission, Wilde stated that he 
believed he could promise the 
sum. 

Wilde’s letter this week can- 
celing immediate federal funds, 
stated, “At the time of Peach's 
telephone conversation, we had 
reason to believe that the pro-| 
gram outlined was assured. Re-| 
cently we were advised that! 
executive order and national 
policy consistent with limited 
funds and the needs of the na- 
tional defense effort has con- 
siderably reduced funds avail-/ 
able for small airports.” | 

Wilde further said that he 
recognized the importance of 
aerial insecticiding in the pro- 
duction of agricultural products 
in this area, and that local au- 
thorities should prepare a-com- 
plete statement for justification 
of the need for airport improve- 
ments.

TEMPERATURES DIP WED. 
IN SECOND COLD SPELL 
A period of unusually balmy 
weather for this time of the 
year was broken Wednesday 
night and Thursday morning 
when temperatures dipped to 
freezing and below in some sec- 
tions, 
At the south end of Lake 
Okeechobee the temperature 
low ranged between 32 and 37 
degrees with scattered frosts. A 
low of about 39 degrees was re- 
Ported at the north end, and 
temperatures ranged between 
32 and 35 in the eastern section 
where there were scattered 
frosts. Temperatures inland 
were between 31 and 34 degrees 
with fronts, according to Jack 
D. Cox, field meterologist for 
the federal state frost warning 
service. 

Cox accounts for the south 
end being colder than the north 
end by the fact that the dome 
of the high pressure system 
leaned toward the southern end 
He said that there 
was very little northerly com- 
ponent of wind during the night 
and that it was more of a west- 
erly drift. 

The Wednesday night condi- 
tions presented a weather odd- 
ity, Cox said, for the moisture 
content of the atmosphere near, 
the surface was, considerably 
high for the formation of frost. 

At press time Thursday noon 
reports on crop damage had 
not been complete.
